set for June 23

BARRE — The annual town 
election will be held Tuesday, June 
23. Selectmen rescheduled the 
election from Monday, April 6 due 
to the COVID-19 pandemic. 

In response to the State of 
Emergency and concerns about 
COVID-19 and its implications 
on election administration, the 
Governor signed a law authoriz- 
ing the board of selectmen to vote 
to postpone the local election.

Selectmen set June 30 for town meeting

Police detail draft 

Selectmen went over the 
police detail draft policy line by 
line at the request of selectman 
Lucy Tessnau following feedback 
from Police Chief Fred Gehring. 
Tessnau said the title listed fire, 
police and EMS and includ- 
ed them in wording throughout 
the document. She said she was 
not sure the fire department had 
details and the EMS should not be 
included as it was under the town 
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of Rutland. The board and police 
chief agreed to include only the 
police department. 

She recommended that the sen- 
tence no employee will receive 
cash payment for fees should go at 
the end of the document under the 
section about ethics. Selectmen 
concurred. 

Tessnau asked when the offi- 
cers got paid for details. Chief 
Gehring said they got paid after 
the detail money comes in from 
the vendors. She said the polli- 
cy said officers would be paid 
bi-weekly for details. Chief 
Gehring said that administrative 
and citation fees could be used to 
offset paying officers for details 
on a bi-weekly basis. 

She also asked about the sec- 
tion that said all patrolmen must 
work three shifts per month to do 
details. She said retirees after age 
65 were not allowed to do patrols, 
but they were eligible to do road 
details. Chief Gehring said regular 
officers had first choice on police 
details. If no officer was available, 
then he asked special officers. 

The final section required all 
officers to have proof of taking the 
ethics test and file it with the town 
clerk before they would be eligible 
to work road details. 

Selectmen agreed to make the 


changes and read it again before 
taking any action.

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Husband confused RSS 
about spouse benefits RS

Dear Rusty: I am 65 and still working and plan 
to work for some time to come. My birthdate is 
February 1955. My wife is 64 and not working. Her 
birthdate is January 1956. Half of my benefit 1s more 
than half of hers. I am confused on the spousal bene- 
fit rules. If she were to take her Social Security early 
before she reaches her full retirement age, what are 
the rules that affect her? 

Signed: Confused Husband 

Dear Confused: First I must clarify that spousal 
benefits do not work as you have suggested, that “half 
of my benefit is more than half of hers.” Spousal 
benefits are always based upon the amount the indi- 
viduals are due at their full retirement age, regardless 
of the age at which they claim. If half of your benefit 
at your full retirement age (FRA) is more than your 
witfe’s full benefit at her full retirement age, then the 
difference between those two numbers is a “spousal 
boost,’ which is added to your wife’s own payment 
amount when her spouse benefit starts. If she has 
reached her FRA when you claim and her spouse 
benefit starts, your wife will get the entire spou- 
sal boost; if she has not, the spousal boost will be 
reduced. 

Your wife cannot collect a spousal benefit until 
you start collecting your Social Security, so if she 
claims benefits before you claim she will initially get 
only what she is entitled to on her own work record. 
Then when you claim, the “spousal boost” will be 
added to her benefit. If you claim at your FRA, your 
wife will not yet have reached her full retirement 
age, so her spousal boost amount will be reduced and 
added to her own reduced benefit amount, making her 
total benefit as your spouse less than 50 percent of 
your FRA benefit amount. 

Your full retirement age is 66 years and 2 months 
and you won’t be entitled to full benefits until you 
reach that age. For your awareness, you can wait 
beyond your FRA and earn delayed retirement cred- 
its, up to age 70 when your benefit would be about 31 
percent more than it would be at your FRA, but your 
wife cannot get her spousal boost until you claim. 

And also for your awareness, if you claim benefits 
before you reach your FRA and continue to work, 
you'll be subject to Social Security’s earnings limit 
($18,240 for 2020) which, if exceeded, will cause SS 
to take back some of your benefits. The earnings limit 
goes up by about 2.5 times in the year you reach your 
FRA and goes away when you reach your full retire- 
ment age. 

Your wife’s full retirement age is 66 years and 
four months and any benefits she claims on her own 
record prior to reaching that age will be reduced. At 
64 she could claim her own benefit from her own 
work record (assuming she has at least 40 Social 
Security credits), but that benefit would be reduced to 
about 85 percent of what she would get at her FRA. 
And claiming at age 64 would also affect the amount 
of her spousal benefit when that starts. The only way 
your wife can get 100 percent of the amount she is 
due as your spouse is to wait until her FRA to claim 
any benefit. If she claims her own benefit at age 64 
or any time before her FRA, not only will her own 
benefit be reduced, but her eventual benefit as your 
spouse will be less than 50 percent of your FRA ben- 
efit amount, even if you wait to claim until your wife 
reaches her FRA. That’s because her spousal boost, 
when it occurs, will be added to the reduced Social 
Security retirement amount she is getting because she 
claimed before her full retirement age. 

You are certainly not alone to be confused about 
spousal benefits as this is one of the most confusing 
areas of Social Security’s rules. But I hope the above 
provides what you and your wife need to make an 
informed claiming decision.

reported seeing humming- 
birds in early May. 

It is 3 % inches long. The male 
has an iridescent red throat that 
may appear black. He is green 
with a black patch from his bill to 
below eye. The breast and belly is 
whitish. The female is green with 
a whitish throat and under parts. 

The female lays two white eggs 
in a nest of plant down and bud 
scales covered with lichens and 
bound with spider’s silk. They eat 
flower nectar, insects, spiders and 
sap from sapsucker-drilled holes. 
They also come to nectar feeders. 

In spring, the male defends 
a territory of about %4 acre. In a 
dive display, he flies in a U shape 
rising 10 to 40 feet on each side. 
After mating, the female builds a 
nest and raises the young alone. 
Ruby-throated hummingbirds 
migrate 600 miles across the Gulf 
of Mexico, storing enough fat 
to make the crossing. I saw my 
first hummingbird of the season 
Sunday, May 3. A co-worker saw 
hummingbirds the day before. A 
Barre resident saw one May I. 

Barre bird sightings 

People reported numerous 
bird sightings over the past two 
weeks. A Barre resident saw a 
great blue heron regularly. He has 
nesting bluebirds with six eggs in 
the nest. He can hear the pileated 
woodpecker, but he can’t see it. 
The rose-breasted grosbeak and 
Baltimore oriole showed up May 4 
in his yard. 

Resident on Lower Wickaboag 
Valley Road in West Brookfield 
has Baltimore orioles, bluebirds, 
mallards (male and female arrived 
May 4) and her neighbor has hum- 
mingbirds. 

Ware bird sightings 

A Ware resident has grosbeaks, 
yellow finches, Baltimore orioles, 
redwing blackbirds, and a cardinal 
pair. She has no bluebirds at her 
house, but she knows there are lots 
at the old Mt. Carmel Cemetery. 
When she used to kayak, she 
remembers seeing lots of great 
blue behind the elevator company 
on the Ware River.

Because golf can be 
done with a certain level of social 
distancing, many people have 
been clamoring for the re-opening 
of courses. 

For now, with a number of 
guidelines, golfing is now possible 
for all ages. Not every golf course 
has opened, but most private 
courses have made the decision 
to open. Because Baker allowed 
course to employ maintenance 
staff during the full stay-at-home 
advisory period, most course 
were kept up and ready to go last 
Thursday when the order was lift- 
ed.

really does amplify the importance of 
Quinsigamond Community College 
and the entire state college system,” 
said Representative McKenna. “I have 
an appreciation for all that QCC has 
done.” 

QCC Student Government President 
Jorgo Gushi, along with the Phi 
Theta Kappa (PTK) Honor Society 
President Alexander Riopel and PTK 
Vice President of Leadership Tabitha 
Leber spoke of their experiences tran- 
sitioning to remote instruction; the 
College’s handling of the situation, as 
well as the impact of the health crisis 
on them and their classmates. QCC 
transitioned to remote instruction in 
record time, while adapting its sup- 
port services to fill its diverse student 
population needs. Gushi spoke of the 
quick transition to remote instruction 
and the rallying of the entire College to 
make the new mode of learning work 
for all, while continuing to keep stu- 
dents engaged and a part of the QCC 
community through an online student 
engagement portal. 

Leber, a single mom to a young 
child who is now at home due to the 
closure of Worcester Public Schools, 
spends 4-6 hours teaching her daughter 
before doing her own full course load 
of work. She said she applauds the col- 
lege and its faculty for the quick and 


thoughtful response to getting courses 
online, while making sure the remote 
mode of instruction worked with the 
students. 

“Each professor has put all their 
coursework online in a way that works 
for them and their students. They have 
been outstanding in understanding 
our situations and working with us,” 
she said. “I am incredibly grateful for 
all the college has done for us at this 
time.” 

Riopel told of his financial strug- 
gles. He recently lost his job and 
still has to pay his bills, noting the 
increased financial need many students 
now have. Prior to the pandemic close 
to 50 percent of QCC students were 
struggling with food insecurity and that 
need is only increasing as the health 
crisis continues. The QCC Food Pantry 
and Resource Center has been address- 
ing this need; however, with the state’s 
stay at home orders in place, the food 
pantry has transitioned to a mobile 
Operation, serving students once a 
week. To help support this initiative, 
a Student Emergency Fund was set up 
by the QCC Foundation and to date has 
raised over $70,000, according to Dr. 
Maykel. Other ways in which the fund- 
ing is being used include purchasing 
laptops for students who cannot afford 
them, Internet access and scholarships. 


During the meeting, Gushi read a 
note to the legislators from a student, 
who had recently used the food pan- 
try in order to highlight the need and 
impact of that service. 

“T have never been to a food pantry 
before and didn’t know what to expect. 
I fasted for a few days and it was horri- 
ble, making me unable to do work and 
get my responsibilities done, but now 
having healthy food that’s energizing, I 
feel like I can get back on track.” 

“Seeing the perseverance of 
your students is amazing,” said 
Representative Kane, noting food 
insecurity is a top priority on the state 
level. 

“QCC is always stepping up,” 
Representative LeBeouf added.

The Beatitudes 
of Christ Pt. 3 


In recent weeks we have sought 
to understand the teaching of Christ 
commonly known as the Beatitudes. 
Please consider the following selec- 
tion from the Gospel of Matthew 
(NIV): 

Matthew 5:3-12 
3 Blessed are the poor in spirit, 
for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven. 

4 Blessed are those who mourn, 
for they will be comforted. 

5 Blessed are the meek, 

for they will inherit the earth. 

6 Blessed are those who hunger 
and thirst for righteousness, for they 
will be filled. 

7 Blessed are the merciful, for 
they will be shown mercy. 

8 Blessed are the pure in heart, 
for they will see God. 

9 Blessed are the peacemakers, 
for they will be called children of 
God. 

10 Blessed are those who are per- 
secuted because of righteousness, 
for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 

11 Blessed are you when people 
insult you, persecute you and false- 
ly say all kinds of evil against you 
because of me. 12 Rejoice and be 
glad, because great is your reward 
in heaven, for in the same way they 
persecuted the prophets who were 
before you. 

Having established the meaning 
of verses 3—4 in a previous edition, 
let us reflect upon Matthew 5:5-7. 

1) Blessed are the Meek (v. 5) 

What does it mean to be meek’? 
This is perhaps one of the most mis- 
understood terms in all of Scripture! 
Meekness, as we Shall see, 1s a 
nuanced term with a two-fold mean- 
ing. 

Firstly, meekness refers to a 
humility before God. Thus, there is 
a vertical aspect to scriptural meek- 
ness. Those who are genuinely poor 
in spirit (v. 3) and sorrowful for 
their sin (v. 4) have only one pos- 
ture before God: humility. It would 
appear that meekness—in essence— 
is inherently the outflow of the pre- 
vious two Beatitudes. 

It is worth noting that the ancient 
Greeks used the word “meek” to 
describe a horse that had been bro- 
ken for its master’s use. The one 
who owns a horse desires an animal 
that is quick to obey and listen (.e., 
broken). Could it be that this is what 
the Lord desires of His creation— 
that we would be quick to obey and 
to listen to His Word? According to 
the teaching of Christ, the answer is 
a resounding yes! 

Secondly, meekness refers to a 
humility amongst men. Thus, there 
is also a horizontal aspect to meek- 
ness. Biblical meekness is charac- 
terized by a sacrificial selflessness. 
It is the willingness to deny oneself 
in preference to others. The person 
who is meek does not seek to assert 
Himself or demand his or her way, 
because they have discovered an 
important truth: it is not all about 
them. 

Such a life is precisely what 
Scripture calls us to. Take note of 
the words of the apostle Paul: 

Philippians 2:3—4 

3 Do nothing out of selfish 
ambition or vain conceit. Rather, 
in humility value others above 
yourselves, 4 not looking to your 
own interests but each of you to 
the interests of the others [THIS is 
MEEKNESS]. 

Ultimately, those who are hum- 
ble before God and selfless among 
men are assured the most wonderful 


should crave, long for and desire 
most. In other words, if we are to 
seek anything, let it be “rightness” 
with God. 

Why? Why does Jesus place pri- 
ority on right standing with God 
above all else? Simply stated, what 
good is fame, fortune, accolade and 
physical health if we are not right 
with Him? As Jesus taught else- 
Where (Mark 8:36): “What good is 
it for someone to gain the whole 
world, yet forfeit their soul?” 

Are you hungry for a genuine 
relationship with God? Do you long 
to be right with Him? Then take joy 
in the following promise—offered to 
those who trust in Him: “Blessed are 
those who hunger and thirst for righ- 
teousness, for they will be filled” 
(Matthew 5:6). 

3) Blessed are the Merciful (v. 7) 

What is required of the one who 
has been shown mercy by God? 
Specifically, He requires that we 
show mercy to others. Though this is 
one of the most difficult aspects of 
Christianity to practice, we cannot 
dismiss the reality that followers of 
Christ are to practice forgiveness! 
The following passages affirm this 
statement. 

Ephesians 4:32 

32 Be kind and compassionate 
to one another, forgiving each other, 
just as in Christ God forgave you. 

Colossians 3:13 

13 Bear with each other and for- 
give one another if any of you has a 
grievance against someone. Forgive 
as the Lord forgave you. 

Of course, my favorite text 
on this topic is offered by Christ 
Himself in Matthew 18. I will 
include it for your perusal at this 
time, with a few notes inserted at 
times for the sake of clarity. Read it 
slowly and prayerfully, and let the 
Lord speak to your heart: 

Matthew 18:21-35 

21 Then Peter came to Jesus 
and asked, “Lord, how many times 
shall I forgive my brother or sister 
who sins against me? Up to seven 
times?” 

22 Jesus answered, “I tell you, 
not seven times, but seventy-seven 
times. 

23 “Therefore, the kingdom of 
heaven is like a king who wanted to 
settle accounts with his servants. 24 
As he began the settlement, a man 
who owed him ten thousand bags of 
gold [i.e., the equivalent of 200,000- 
years wages] was brought to him. 
25 Since he was not able to pay, the 
master ordered that he and his wife 
and his children and all that he had 
be sold to repay the debt. 

26 “At this the servant fell on his 
knees before him. ‘Be patient with 
me,’ he begged, ‘and I will pay back 
everything.’ 27 The servant’s master 
took pity on him, canceled the debt

and let him go. 

28 “But when that servant went 
out, he found one of his fellow ser- 
vants who owed him a hundred sil- 
ver coins [1.e., the equivalent of 100- 
days wages]. He grabbed him and 
began to choke him. “Pay back what 
you owe me!’ he demanded. 

29 “His fellow servant fell to his 
knees and begged him, ‘Be patient 
with me, and I will pay it back.’ 

30 “But he refused. Instead, he 
went off and had the man thrown 
into prison until he could pay the 
debt. 31 When the other servants 
saw what had happened, they were 
outraged and went and told their 
master everything that had hap- 
pened. 

32 “Then the master called the 
servant in. “You wicked servant,’ 
he said, ‘I canceled all that debt of 
yours because you begged me to. 33 
Shouldn’t you have had mercy on 
your fellow servant just as I had on 
you?’ 34 In anger his master hand- 
ed him over to the jailers to be tor- 
tured, until he should pay back all 
he owed. 

35 “This is how my heavenly 
Father will treat each of you unless 
you forgive your brother or sister 
from your heart.” 

We cannot read this account 
without feeling the gravity of 
Jesus’ words. We must learn to 
show forth the mercy we ourselves 
have received. Those who do shall 
abide in the mercy of heaven (see 
Matthew 5:7). 

Do you desire a life characterized 
by an abiding spiritual happiness? 

Do you desire a life that is 
favored by the Lord (both now and 
forevermore)? 

Do you desire a life that the 
Lord Himself establishes as both 
esteemed and enviable? 

Then take note of the teaching of 
Christ and be quick to obey! Thank 
you for taking the time to read these 
words.

sat at the Lord’s feet listening to 
what he said. 

40 But Martha was distracted by 
all the preparations that had to be 
made. She came to him and asked, 
“Lord, don’t you care that my sis- 
ter has left me to do the work by 
myself? Tell her to help me!” 

41 “Martha, Martha,” the Lord 
answered, “you are worried and 
upset about many things, 

42 but few things are needed - or 
indeed only one.[a] Mary has cho- 
sen what is better, and it will not be 
taken away from her.” 

I. Introduction: 

I don’t know about you, but when 
I read this passage, I see a little bit 
of myself in Martha, who spent 
quite a bit of time and energy clean- 
ing house and making all kinds of 
preparations for Jesus’ visit. A dear 
friend of mine once commented how 
she felt like a huiskind/a house child 
at our home. She was not expecting 
a place that was perfectly clean but 
enjoyed the company and the uncon- 
ditional love she received. It feels 
good though, to get things ready and 
open one’s home to friends and fam- 
ily and share the comfort of a home. 

II. A special visit by Jesus 
to the home of Martha and Mary 
At first glance, this visit of Jesus 
to the home of Martha and Mary 
gives me such a cozy and comfort- 
able feeling. We see Him entering 
and settling in with Mary at His 
feet listening to Him, and Martha 
getting things ready for their guest. 
Earlier in Luke we read how Jesus 
instructed His disciples how to 
behave when they were guests at 
people’s homes. They were to greet 
the inhabitants with peace and eat 
and drink whatever was offered to 
them. This was pretty much the 
practice during the time of Jesus 
and His disciples as they were 
traveling and visiting with people. 
So, Jesus was going to enjoy a great 
meal, and have some good conver- 
sations with them, and maybe have 
some rest, since He and His disci- 
ples had been traveling quite a bit. 
It is obvious that he was quite com- 
fortable visiting these two women, 
even though it was not customary 
for women and men to intermin- 
gle during the ancient times. Martha 
and Mary, however, were the sisters 
of Lazarus whom Jesus resurrected, 
so they knew Him well enough to 
invite Him in as their friend. From 
our knowledge of Jesus and His 
interaction with women, it was clear 
that He made women feel at home 
in His presence. They were travel- 
ing with Him like the men in the 
crowds; and when they needed heal- 
ing, He responded to their needs. He

circumstances, and never judged 
them. Jesus transformed the old 
order and ushered in a new way of 
being, where men and women would 
receive the same treatment, the same 
love, and He made His teachings 
of the Good news available to them 
all. He made the whole family feel 
loved and embraced by His open- 
ness. Il. 
Jesus finds Himself in 
the middle of a dispute! 
In our passage both sisters are 
attentive to Jesus’s presence in 
their own way...Martha offer- 
ing Him hospitality and Mary sit- 
ting at his feet, listening to Him. 
This cozy setting quickly devel- 
ops into a bit of a tense situation 
when Martha expresses to Jesus 
her dissatisfaction about Mary 
not helping out. She must have 
been frantic and tired from all 
the hard work, and understand- 
ably so. They have a guest, after 
all, and this guest is Jesus Christ. 
Mary on the other hand, is so cap- 
tivated by His presence, listening 
attentively to His message and 
His travels. She has a complete- 
ly different focus and interest. 
Jesus finds himself in the middle of 
a potential dispute. Let us see how 
He handles it. First, He does not tell 
Mary to go and help. He also does 
not tell Martha to stop the prepa- 
rations, however He strikes a fine 
balance between the two actions of 
these women. While He acknowl- 
edges Martha’s need to treat Him 
the best way she could, He cautions 
her about all her worries and upset 
about the many things that needed 
to get done. He tells her, “Only one 
thing is needed, Martha, and Mary 
is getting that from Me right now.” 
Jesus was the better portion than 
the food that was offered. While 
Martha prepared the food that would 
be eaten and be gone, Mary chose 
to listen to the spiritual food that 
could not be taken away from her. 
He wants Martha to see the impor- 
tance of Mary’s action, which is to 
sit and listen to the message of the 
Gospel. Historically, when someone 
was sitting at the feet of the teach- 
er, it was considered an important 
act of studying and becoming like 
a disciple of that teacher. We read 
elsewhere about Paul himself sitting 
at the feet of Gamaliel, listening, 
and studying. 

Jesus wants Martha to partic- 
ipate in the real purpose of His 
visit—that is, to hear the Good 
news he wanted to share with them. 
He did not just visit as an earth- 
ly friend, instead, He was there to 
teach them about the things that 
would nourish them spiritually. 
Mary is the quiet character in this

story. Her mind, heart and soul had 
been touched by what He shared 
with her. She learned about the 
love of God for every human being. 
She learned about the compassion 
we see in the parable of the Good 
Samaritan just before this passage. 
She learned about prayer. She is in 
the process of being transformed 
spiritually and becoming a follower 
and student of Christ. 

The story gives us the impres- 
sion that these two sisters are in 
opposition to each other. The truth 
is, that Martha’s focus on being a 
good hostess was not a bad thing. 
It does not mean that Mary was the 
better person either. It just means 
that when Christ showed up, Martha 
struggled to recognize Why He was 
there. He did not need all that stuff 
she was preparing. He came with 
a message for them as sisters. He 
needed them both to have a listening 
ear for what He had to say. 

IV. Conclusion 

This message on this Mothers’ 
Day is for all the mothers and 
women out there, and our men can 
listen too! Whether we are cook- 
ing or cleaning house, do work out- 
side, or do all the good things for the 
church, this message brings home 
the importance of a Jesus visit. A 
Jesus visit at our homes does not 
require a perfect place. A Jesus visit 
says, “I am here! I need your atten- 
tion for a while. Stop what you are 
doing and get to know Me and what 
I am about. There is a lot to learn 
and if you ask the question, I will 
be there to teach you. All I need, 
is a quiet moment with you, if you 
have the time to listen.” This pas- 
sage also shows us how different 
we are in the presence of our Lord! 
We have different personalities, 
and we respond to Him in different 
ways. It is a message, however, that 
breaks through those differences, 
and teaches us how Christ is accept- 
ing of all of us and wants to teach 
us the deeper things He has to offer. 
We find ourselves at our homes, 
not able to invite our friends and 
loved ones in ways we are used to, 
because of the pandemic. Well, this 
may be a good time to accept that 
offer from our Lord Jesus Christ, 
to find some quiet moments, and 
maybe read some of the biblical 
stories we have not read before, or 
spend a little more time in prayer. In 
doing that we might just discover a 
specific message that Jesus has for 
each one of us. We may just find the 
strength and hope we need for the 
days ahead.
